WASHINGTON, Aug. 11 — 
President Eisenhower's failure 
to regain weight rapidly after 
his intestional operation prob- 
ably has been due to necessary 
restrictions In his diet, two ab- 
dominal specialists said today. 

The physicians, both gas- 
tronenterologists, told the Post- 
Dispatch the loss of weight 


“probably is not serious” and 
most likely was not the result 


} 


of any complication arising from | 


| 


the operation. 


They said loss of weight was 
not uncommon after an opera- 
tion such as the one Mr. Eisen- 
hower underwent last June 9 to 
relieve a partial intestinal ob- | 
struction, and they added that in | 
cases of this sort a reduction | 
in weight “often is planned.” | 

In separate interviews, the | 
two physicians, who asked not, 
to be identified, agreed that Mr. | 
Eisenhower's physical outlook, | 
from the standpoint of the oper- 
ation only, was “good.” They 
expressed the belief his strength 
would not be affected by a low- 
calorie diet. 


Health a Certain Issue. 


The state of the President's 
health is certain to be an issue 
in the forthcoming campz2ign, 
in view of the two major illness- 
es he has suffered within the 
last nine months. Barring a 
setback in his condition, his re- 
homination is assured at the 
Republican national convention | 
ppening in San Francisco Aug. 
20. 


The fact that he has regained | 
only part of the weight he lost | 
after the operation has been 
widely discussed and undoubt-| 
edly will be mentioned more) 
frequently in the coming weeks, 
if a national debate material-— 
izes on the health issue. | 


Mr. Eisenhower's own doctors 
have said that they are not wor- 
ried about his weight. The two | 
private physicians, both noted | 
in their field, took a similar | 
view. 

One said he thought the 
American people should be con- 
cerned more about the possibil- 
ity ¢hat the President would 
suffer a second heart attack | 
than about any serious conse- | 
quences from the loss of weight. | 

1800 Calories a Day. 


After Mr. Eisenhower's coron- 
ary thrombosis in Denver last 
bept. 24—a year ago next month 
—he was placed on a low-fat 
diet of 1600 calories a day. 
This was increased later to 
1800 calories, and this diet limi- 
tation has been followed ever 
since, with some flexibility as 
he has improved. 

‘Current medicai opinion holds 
that there is a relation between 
cholesterol, a fatty substance 
normally present in the blood 
and arteriosclerosis, hardening 
or thickening of the arteries, 
the private physicians ex- 
plained. 

It is thought that abnormal 
amounts of cholesterol may be 
deposited in the artery walls, 
producing arteriosclerosis and 
sometimes leading to a throm- 
bogis or occlusion in the coro- 
nary arteries or elsewhere, they 
pointed out.

Claims High Officials| 
Plotted to Hide Facts | 
+Asks for Their 


Prosecution.

Senator Estes Kefauver (Dem.),| 

Tennessee, today demanded | 

prosecution of “various high | 

officials in the Eisenhower | 

Administration” who he said| 

had “violated the criminal 

code” in their handling of the 

Dixon-Yates contract. 

His carefully- worded state- 
ment, issued without the pro- 
tection that goes with a speech 
on the Senate floor, criticized 
actions of Presidential Assist- 
ant Sherman Adams, Chairman 
Lewis L. Strauss of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, Chairman 
Sinclair Armstrong of the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission and Rowland R. Hughes, 
former director of the Bureau 
of the Budget. 

But Kefauver avoided naming | 
any particular individual as a/| 
violator of the criminal code. 

The Tennessean pegged his 
statement on a report issued 
by the Senate Judiciary sub- 
committee on anti-trust and 
monopoly, covering hearings 
that started June 27, 1955, and 
ended last Dec. 5. He issued 
it just before leaving for the 
Democratic National Conven- 
tion in Chicago, where he is a 
strong contender for the vice 
presidential nomination after 
swinging his support behind 
Adlai E. Stevenson for first 
place on the Democratic ticket. 

“In this case there exists sub- 
stantial evidence indicating that 
Mr. Adams, Mr. Hughes and 
Mr. Strauss deliberately at- 
tempted to conceal the conflict 
of interest growing out of Mr. 
(Adolphe H.) Wenzell’s dual 
role in the Dixon-Yates deal—a 
conflict which the President’s 
own Attorney General now 
labels so contrary to: public pol- 
icy as to render it null and | 
void.” 

President Eisenhower ordered 
the controversial contract can- 
celed last year when investigat- | 
ing Senators had begun to. 
bring out the facts about Wen- 
zell’s secret role as both con- 
sultant to the Budget Bureau 
and a senior vice president of 
First Boston Corp., which later 
arranged $120,000,000 in loans 
for the Dixon-Yates private 
power syndicate. The contract 
provided for construction of a 
power plant at West Memphis, 
Ark., to feed electricity into 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
system for use by the A.E.C.

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Kefauver said Strauss, Hughes | 


and Armstrong had conspired, 
together with Adams, to conceal 
the facts of the case. “Indict- | 
ments and convictions have 
been obtained under Section 
371 of Title 18 of the United 
States Code in cases involving 
similar circumstances,’ Kefau- 
ver noted. “The offense under 
this section of the criminal 
code is that of conspiring to 
defraud the United States Gov- 
ernment.

‘GHOST TOWNS’ TO BE USED 
AS FRENCH HOLIDAY SPOTS 


PARIS, Aug. 11 (UP)—Tourist 
Secretary Auguste Pinton said 
today his government plans to 
recondition homes in the “ghost 
towns” of rural France as vaca- 
tion retreats for Frenchmen 
and foreign visitors He said his 
office was especially interested 
in inquiries from prospective 
American buyers. 

The project has three aims— 
to reanimate almost - deserted 
country towns, to east the hous- 
ing shortage in major cities by 
providing country homes for 
pensioned workers and to stag- 
ger the vacation schedules of 
active employes. 

Rural towns in many parts of 
France have been deserted by 
20 to 70 per cent of their resi- 
dents because they found it was 
no longer practical to work tiny 
farms ranging in size from 13 
to 25 acres.

Former President’s Indorsement of Gov. Harriman 
Is Debatable Factor in the Democratic National 
Convention in Chicago This Week— Delegates 
Must Face Other Issues Including Civil Rights.

D ESPITE the indorsement of Gov. 
former President Harry S. Truman today, many observers still believe 

Adlai Stevenson's renomination for the presidency is the most likely 
outcome of the Democratic National Convention which opens here Monday, 


thanks in part to the earlier actiom by 

Whether Truman's announcement will 
reduce Stevenson's chances is debatable. 
Before the announcement Stevenson had 
nearly enough votes for the nomination. 
Meanwhile, the convention has four prin- 
cipal vote-influencing issues to decide. 

These are the selection of ‘the vice- 
presidential nominee and the wording of 
the platform planks on civil rights, the 
farm situation and foreign affairs. 

After Kefauver withdrew from the 
presidential contest and asked his pledged 
and unpledged delegates to support Ste- 
venson, the former Illinois Governor and 
1952 standard-bearer had only two active 
and avowed rivals, Harriman, the 64-year- 
old “Hamlet who refused to enter the 
preferential primaries, and Gov. A. B. 
“Happy” Chandler, the political jester 
who hopes the delegates will take serious- 
ly his ambitions to. reach the White House. 

Stevenson publicly thanked Kefauver 
for his “gracious, 
spontaneous ex- 
pression of sup- 
port,” thus imply- 
ing that there had 
been no deal for 
the vice - presiden- 
tial norhination in 
payment. In private 
he has observed that 
Kefauver's indefa- 
tigable and success- 
ful campaigning in 
the early primaries 
was a blessing in 
disguise to his own 
campaign because 
it forced him to re- 
double his efforts . © es 
to get acquainted Br iw 
with the grass-roots 
voters. This in 
creased effort, especially notable afjer 
Kefauver’s unexpected victory in Minne- 
sota, paid off in Stevenson's triumphs in 
Florida, Oregon and California. 

‘Stevenson also owes thanks to Har- 
riman, who, like Kefauver, is unacecept- 

able to most of the Democratic leaders 
in the deep south. By becoming an ac- 
tive candidate for the nomination after 
it was too late to enter the primaries— 
although he had been an “inactive” can- 
didate since November—Harriman in 
effect forced the southerners into the 
Stevenson camp by asserting there is 
no such word as “moderation” in the 
Democratic vocabulary. 

There were. some “favorite sons,” such 
as Senators Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas 
and Stuart Symington of Missouri, who 
had more substantial southern support 
than Stevenson, but after his Florida and 
California victories their chances dimmed. 

” e * 

IF HARRIMAN, as an active candidate, 
had not challenged Stevenson and had not 
campaigned on the theme that only a 
“liberal” Democrat could win the presi- 
dency, even without the south, the south- 
ern leaders probably would have found 
much fault with Stevenson’s forward look 
on civil rights, which goes beyond sehool 
desegregation. As the New York Gover- 
nor became more vehement, if not ex- 
plicit, the southerners. began to line up 
behind the 1952 nominee, whom Texas, 
Florida, Tennessee and Virginia deserted 
four years ago. The southern leaders did 
not like Kefauver for a variety of reasons, 
one dating back te the 1952 convention 
when he joined the northern “liberals” on 
the so-called loyalty oath, designed to 
punish the southern defectors. When he 
withdrew last week, they had no place 
to go except to Stevenson unless they 
wanted to try to deadlock the convention 
or organize a third party. 

A deadlock would have been possible 
only. if the Texas and Missouri delegations 
could have combined with other favorite 
son states to block Stevenson's nomina- 
tion. That would have called for an al- 
most impossible agreement among such 
diverse political personalities and philoso- 
phies as Gov, Frank J. Lausche of Ohio, 
G. Mennen Williams of Michigan, Rob- 
ert B, Meyner of New Jersey, George Bell 
Zimmerman of South Carolina and Rep- 
resentative John W. McCormack of Mas- 
sachusetts.

John S. Battle of Virginia, said 
the statement definitely weakened the 
prospect that many southerners would 
support Stevenson. 

There was no valid reason for the sur- 
prise and furor over the statement. In his 
campaign speeches throughout the coun- 
try, including the south, Stevenson had 
gone well beyond public approval of the 

_ 1954 school deci- 
* sions. He also called 
- for an end to seg- 
regation in housing 
— in northern as 
well as southern 
communities — and 
demanded that full 
equality be given 
to Negroes and 
other racial minori- 
ties in voting rights, 
transportation  fa- 
cilities and employ- 
ment. 

Many southerners 
have said that they 
want the 1956 civil 
rights plank to be 
a repetition of the 
1952 pledges, over 
which there was a 
big row at thé convention four years ago. 
The 1956 plank may be a little more spe- 
cific even though it does not approve the 
court’s action.

This 
means that all citizens are equal before 
the law and should enjoy equal political 
rights. They should have equal opportu- 
nity for education, for economic advance- 
ment and for decent living conditions.” 
Southerners, relying on an 1896 deci- 
sion by the Supreme Court, upholding 
segregation, read this paragraph to mean 
that Negroes could.be given “separate but 
equal” opportunity for education. 

A unanimous Supreme Court in 1954 
overruled this “separate but equal” doc- 
trine and ordered desegregation in schools 
“with all deliberate speed,” a phrase that 
is also open to various interpretations and 
applications. 

The 1954 doctrine became the law of 
the land and whoever is electéd President 
will have the constitutional duty to see 
that it is obeyed. Stevenson deserves 
praise for making his statement before 
the civil-rights plank is drafted by the 
Platform Committee. After receiving the 
nomination, he would have been well 
within his rights to go beyond the plank 
in outlining his views. Democratic nom- 
inee Alfred E. Smith did that on the 
“dry” plank in the 1928 platform, and 
Republican nominee Alfred Landon sent 
a telegram to the 1936 convention crypti- 
cally calling for a currency convertible 
into gold to supplement the platform's 
vague advocacy of a sound currency.

POLITICS and public office have been 
predominant in Rayburn’s life. A lifelong 
bachelor, he was very close to his unmar- 
ried sister, Miss Lucinda, who divided her 
time between Washington and Bonham. 
Miss Lucinda died of cancer this spring 
and her death was a great blow to the 
brother who has always been a somewhat 
lonely man. Just before that happened a 
favorite nephew, Charley Rayburn, died 
suddenly and as a result of the shock of 
his death, his mother, Mrs. James Ray- 
burn, suffered a fatal heart attack. 

The even tenor of thé Speaker’s ways 
was profoundly shaken. He talked to 
close friends of the futility of staying on 
in Washington and of his desire to retire 
to the peace and quiet of his ranch near 
Bonham.

Warning From Suez 


The belief that this nation must maintain 
both conventional and atomic military forces 
is strengthened by the Suez situation. Suez 
should serve as a warning to those in the 
Pentagon who have in recent weeks given 
strong indications that the Administration is 
going to reduce our already greatly weakened 
conventional forces and rely even more heavily 
upon atomic and hydrogen weapons as a defense 
and as a deterrent to any possible war. 

Gen. Thomas R. Phillips, U.S.A. (Ret.), the 
Post-Dispatch military analyst, writes from Cairo 
that: “If there is no war in Egypt, it will not be 
because atomic armaments have deterred it. 

. There are many more such places in the 
world where unanticipated events may require 
force but where atomic force is unusable.” 

These words of Gen. Phillips emphasize the 
importance of more consideration before this na- 
tion puts all its eggs in the single basket of 
massive retaliation. Furthermore it may be 
asked if any Western power that unfortunate- 
ly became embroiled in war with Egypt or any 
other small Arab nation could be so inhumane as 
to use atomic bombs. Atomic warfare would 
wreak far more havoc and slaughter on the na- 
tive populations than on their small and poorly 
trained armies. But conventional forces such as 
fought most of World War II would meet the 
requirements of such a situation. 

~ . + 

The smal] wars that were fought in Korea and 
Indochina gave proof that atomic bombs were 
sometimes useless weapons. And although they 
have been spoken of as deterrents to war there 
is no real proof that they are. We have long de- 
pended on nuclear weapons and big bombers 
to deter an aggression against us. But such 
weapons did not discourage the Communists 
in Korea and Indochina from using other weap- 
ons against the United Nations and against 
France. 

Yet the handwriting is visible 
throughout the Pentagon—our conventional 
forces, already too weak for the commitments 
thrust upon them, are going to be reduced even 
further. It was just last July 13 when Adm. 
Arthur W. Radford, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, was disclosed as viewing the possibility 
of an 800,000-man-cut by 1960 in the present 
armed services strength of 2,850,000. 

And on Aug. 3 it was revealed that Gen. 
Nathan F. Twining, Air Force chief, had testified 
in June before the Senate Armed Services Sub- 
committee on airpower that: “Our mind is made 
up that we are going to develop a new strategy 
built around the use of atomic weapons of war.” 
This, he added, would mean that “we could re- 
duce our forces considerably,” and “is the only 
way we can provide the forces for the country 


within a reasonable standard of financing.” 
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on the walls 


There has been much talk in the Pentagon of 
using small precision atomic weapons almost 
like bullets but two Congressmen, Melvin Price 
of Illinois and Chet Holifield of California, both 
members of the Joint Atomic Committee, have 
warned against this talk. They assert that an er- 
roneous impression has been given that the 
armed services already have an ample supply of 
such weapons. One reason why we are short of 
these weapons may well be that in these days 
when the budgeteers are looking for a bigger 
bang for a buck these small weapons give a far, 
far, smaller bang for a buck. 

There can be no doubt that the United States 
should at least have an ample supply of small 
precision atomic weapons before any more heavy 
manpower cuts are made. This nation simply 
must have the means available for limited wars, 
or brushfire wars, under present world con- 
ditions. 

Otherwise the United States may have to 
choose between yielding to an aggressive Com- 
munist satellite intent on devouring another 
small piece of the free world, or else dropping 
atomic bombs of such power as to cause Soviet 
Russia to enter the war and thus possibly set 
off a hydrogen bomb war that would be cata- 
strophic to all. 

So we repeat what we said on this page last 
July 22: Until it is safe to do so, this nation 
must not let down its guard—either conventional 
or atomic. 
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Truman for Harriman 

The Political Sage of Independence must have 
had a jolly good time at that Saturday after- 
noon press conference in Chicago. From the 
moment he arrived for the Democratic conven- 
tion everybody wanted to know whom he was 
backing. Interest climbed by the hour as one 
report chased the other on the telegraph wires 
and airwaves. 

Now the former President has made his 
choice. It is Gov. Harriman of New York, a 
“tower of strength in the Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration” and a man Mr. Truman himself learned 
first-hand “you can depend on.” He spoke 
warmly of other candidates, and he did not rule 
out later support of anyone else. What he did 
was express a personal preference. And in 
1950 he expressed his primary preference against 
Senator Hennings and in 1952 against Senator 
Symington in his home state of Missouri.

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No Place for Defiance 


In the enforcement of law and the prosecu- 
tion of offenders in St. Louis two agencies are 
of prime importance. One is the Police Depart- 
ment, under the management of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. The other is the office of the Circuit 
Attorney, filled by the voters of the city. These 
two agencies, obviously should and must work 
together in their common purpose. Each must 
have confidence in the other. Each must help 
the other from time to time. 

Yet currently a bad situation with respect to 
these two vital agencies has developed. Five 
police officers have been suspended by the 
Police Board, following an investigation of 


charges that they have done favors, in return — 


for gratuities, for bondsmen. This is related 
to a larger inquiry into the activities of a syndi- 
cate in the potential manipulation of justice ip. 
St. Louis. 

In such a situation, careful action is com- 
pletely necessary. Notwithstanding this, Cir- 
cuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd has hired three 
of the police officers suspended by the Police 
Board. This not only puts the Circuit Attorney 
into direet conflict with the Police Board; it 
amounts to being an official defiance of what 
surely was a thoroughly considered act on the 
part of the Police Commissioners. 

This presents a new question and Mayor

Though few Americans may be aware of the 
fact, Canadians are expressing growing resent- 
ment over economic relations between the two 
old friends and partners. 

Canada’s Gordon Commission a few months 
ago heard numerous complaints about Canada’s 
trade deficit with the United States and, above 
all, about the growing “invasion” of American 
capital. The Canadian press g@nd parliament also 
have sounded complaints about foreign control 
of Canadian wealth. 

Some of these grievances occur in the natural 
course of relations between big and little neigh- 
bors. Some have been fed by the prospects of a 


‘ Canadian election in 1957, for politicians have 


dug up such old phrases as “dollar diplomacy.” 
In any case Americans as well as Canadians 
should be concerned by any disruptions in 
friendly ties. What are the facts? *. 

The First National City Bank of New York 
has produced a valuable study of Canadian eco- 
nomics in its monthly letter. The bank shows 
that since 1900 some 12 billions of foreign capi- 
tal have been invested in Canada. Nearly half 
of this has entered in the last decade, and 85 
per cent of that came from the United States. 

Canadian figures show that control of the pulp 
and paper industry is almost equally divided be- 
tween Canadian and American capital. But the 
chemical industry is controlled 28 per cent by 
Canadian capital and 54 per cent by American, 
and the disparities in control of oil and mining 
are slightly greater. 

In terms of total investment in Canada, how- 
ever, most of the money has come from domestic 
sources. Canadians themselves have even pro- 
duced énough capital to export more than Can- 
ada received in several postwar years. So it ap- 
pears that American capital (and know-how) 
has concentrated largely in major resource in- 
dustries where large sums were needed quickly 
and where Canadian funds were not ventured. 

All of this investment has been made freely 
and in accordance with Canadian law. Much of 
it has certainly benefited the Canadian econo- 
my. And Canada obviously still has to look 
abroad for much of the capital needed to de- 
velop her economy, just as the United States 
had to do for a century. 

if Canadians should undertake to discourage 
capital imports, their economic development 
will proceed more slowly. Trade Minist@ér Howe 
said, “Let us face the facts. Had it not been for 
the enterprise and capital from the United 
States, our development would have been 
slower. . 

It will be difficult for Canada to write tax and 
corporation laws which protect Canadian owne-- 
ship and still encourage eapital investment. On 
the part of the United States, and companies in- 
vesting in Canada, it will be difficult to main- 
tain Canadian good will without offering Cana- 
dians better opportunities to participate in joint 
enterprises. 
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Notice to the Airlines 

One of our readers wants to know what be- 
came of the bill to forbid the selling or serving 
of alcoholic drinks aboard airliners flying be- 
tween points in the continental United States. 
This is the bill in whose behalf many pilots and 
stewardesses testified in hearings before the 
House Commerce Committee. 

The answer is that the bill passed the House 
by voice vote with little dissent and that it 
then went to the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee where it was awaiting action when 
adjournment came. The ease with which the 
bill went through the House ought to be a 
warning to the commercial airlines scrupulously 
to regulate the serving of drinks aloft in the 
interests of safety and for the comfort and con- 
venience of all passengers. 

If abuses grow the airlines may find the 
bill passing the Senate as well as House next 
time. Why invite a legal ban when the appli- 
cation of common sense ought to be enough?

Each day the peppers bend 
lower under the weight of their green and 
yellow and scarlet bulbs. Only a few heads 
of cabbage remain uncut, so popular has been 
its slaw salad. Cucumbers firm and smooth, 
succulent okra, burgundy beets—each is making 
its contribution to color and taste. As for to- 
matoes, well, it is pointless to try to say any- 
thing adequate about their globular beauty, 
rivaled only by that of the clean, white new po- 
tatoes, just now ready for liberation from their 
catacombs. 

“Sow your turnips wet or dry, on the twenty- 
fifth of July”"—so runs the old farmer’s say- 
ing. Turnip seeds that were planted then are 
merrily coming up and so are the first curly 
leaves of the endive that joins mid-August to 
December’s snow and ice. “Let us cultivate our 
garden,” wrote Voltaire in Candide. That was 
two centuries ago, and yet, somehow, that wise

Mississippi Valley in this perfect garden summer 
of 1956.

Saxton was per- 
mitted to sign his own con- 
tract in Chicago and has been 
permitted to do so in New 
York, although Chairman Ju- 
lius Helfand of the New York

New Year's 
day as we were leaving the McLean mansion to catch the 
train. I saw one of my fiddlers carrying his violin case in 
one hand and his fiddle in the other. The fiddle case was 
stuffed with $1 cigars.

The next New Year’s, Dr. Dorrance had us 
back in Philly at the same hotel where he sur- 
passed himself. The Doc spent $75,000 converting 
an entire floor into a tropical jungle, complete with 
palm and mango trees, cockatoos and live monkeys. 
After breakfast—at 4 a.m.—a blower scattered five 
tons of rose petals over the heads of the guests. I 
was picking rose petals out of my hair all the way 
to the bank to deposit my $10,000 tip. (By now my 
tip was pretty well established.)

@ THE NEXT THING I KNEW, I got mixed up with party 
royalty. Jules Glanezer, jewelry firm president, had us over 
to play for some friends at Messmore Kendall's apartment 
over the Capitol Theater. Well, who should be there but 
Lord and Lady Mountbatten. Lord Mountbatten very 
graciously said he had long been a fan of mine through 
my records: and he asked me how I would like to come to 
London and appear in “Brighter London,” a show that was 
opening soon at the Hippodrome. The next month an offer 
came through, Wwe got six months’ leave from the Palais 
Royale, and we were off. 

Right away, we were asked to appear at a party I'll 
never forget. It was given for Lord Mountbatten at Brooke 
House. Only 30 people attended the party, but every single 
guest was royal. I met them all—the Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of York, the Duchess of Kent, Prince Paul of Serbia 
and all the younger princes and princesses. This little 
soiree. in turn, led to the biggest party at which the band 
and I have ever played. 

Clarence Mackay gave this one for the Prince of Wales 
when Edward was here on a visit. Edward remembered me 
from the party at Brooke House in London, and especially 
asked that the band and I play at this party. The Mackay 
party took place at his home at Roslyn, Long Island. 

Japanese lanterns, hung from trees, and candles placed 
under shrubbery lighted the mile-long drive from the high- 
way to the house. Once inside the estate, Mackay’s guests 
looked out on a two-acre replica of the gardens of Versailles 
—‘planted” with cut flowers imported for the occasion.

One hundred and twenty people sat down to 
dinner under full-grown orange trees transported 
from Florida—complete with oranges hanging from 
the branches. Mackay gave every woman present a 
platinum vanity with her name and the Prince’s 
crest set in diamonds, rubies and sapphires. The 
men got cigarette cases of similar design. I got a 
$10,000 tip—the last one I’ve received and the last 
one I ever expect to get unless Aristotle Onassis 
invites us to play in Monaco. Onassis is the only 
man I know today who can afford a tip like that.

@ THE MOST SPECTACULAR reception I've ever received, 
personally, greeted the band and me on our return home 
from England—after the Hippodrome show and the party 
at Brooke House. 

We came home on the S.S. Leviathan, and, as the ship 
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pulled into the harbor we were serenaded by two bands: 
One in a plane,’ from above, and the second on a barge 
that came out, with Mayor Jimmy Walker, to meet us.

VER been a member of a 
Western search party? 

I was, for almost 20 hours; 
and any time you hear of the 
need for a similar assignment, 
just count me in. 


Maybe you read the short 
Associated Press account in the 
Post-Dispatch Saturday, July 7. 
The actual event took place on 
Thursday night and Friday 
morning of that week. Com- 
pared to world news it wasn’t a 
very big deal. But the spirit 
of help for one in need shown 
out there in the region just 
northeast of Gunnison, Colo., 
made it a moving experience to 
one on the scene. 


Object of the search, which 
had all the trimmings of a Hol- 
lywood thriller, was cute, cud- 
dlesome, scantily clad, 3-year- 
old Kathy Bebee, who stalked 
off in anger from her brothers, 
sisters and cousins because 
“they got more candy than I 
got,” and promptly got herself 
lost. . 


It’s bad enough to lose a 3- 
year-old in a department store 
on Dollar Day afternoon. Kathy 
chose an early evening hour 
on a spruce-covered mountain 
ridge in the upper Taylor Park 
region of central Colorado, high 
in the Rockies, as the time and 
place for her outraged depar- 
ture. 


No, don’t misunderstand that 
term “park.” It isn’t the kind 
you'll find bounded by Oakland 
avenue and Kingshighway, Lin- 
dell and Skinker boulevards. 
Far from it. 

A Coloradoan’s formula for a 
National Forest park can in- 
clude such components as sky 
high mountains, snow covered 
peaks, nearly impossible roads, 
treacherous trails, and landslide 
areas which sweep away thou- 
sands of acres of towering 
spruce forests in a single stroke. 


You said it! Little Kathy real- 
ly picked a doozie of a spot to 
get lost.

INTER weather in the 

Gunnison area often drops 

to 40 below zero and piles 
snow drifts almost as many feet 
high. Remember Elijah, the 
horse which made news ’round- 
the-world last winter when he 
was trapped in a mountain ba- 
sin and had to be fed hay by 
airlift? A hop, step, and a jump 
from there across a couple of 
14,000-foot peaks will put you 
right in the neighborhood 
where tiny Kathy was lost. 
As a matter of fact, the temp- 
erature the night she disap- 
peared dropped to the point 
where water froze in camping 
pails. 

The combined families of Mr. 
and Mrs. Alfred Bebee and Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Thomas, both 
of Cripple Creek, Colo., came 
into the area on the afternoon 
of Wednesday, July 4. There 
were eight children and two 
dogs. Setting up their 14-foot 
wall tent and small forester 
tent, the families prepared for 
a holiday of outdoor life and 
trout fishing. 


Our camp was just southeast 
across Tellurium Creek, about 
a quarter of a mile away. 


Except for Kathy’s mother 
and father and aunt and uncle, 
I was the No. 1 recruit in the 
party which totaled about 300 
persons before the . search 
ended. I had arrived in the 
area a couple of days previously 
for my first attempt at moun- 
tain climbing. Some friends 
from Denver with whom I was 
camping and climbing had gone 
back to Gunnison a couple of 
hours before Kathy disappeared 
to pick up some supplies. With 
them I had just returned from 
an overnight trek and climb up 
Grizzly Peak about 12 miles 
away and a little over 14,000 
feet up; mostly straight. - 

The climb had worn me out. 
I wasn’t exactly prepared for 
what was to follow that night 
and next day. On Thursday eve- 
ning while finishing up supper 
with a cup of hot coffee and 
soaking my aching feet in the 
numbing waters of Tellurium, I 
saw Kathy’s mother for the first 
time.

AYLIGHT found me beck 

up on the Tellurium trail 

where I had seen tracks the 
ight before. The group at 
amp below hadn't got fully or- 
fanized yet.

The 
planes flew in and out of gul- 
lies, up over the basins, and 
across the valley. They covered 
the area in long lazy figure 
eights, one wing dipped low so 
that observers riding with the 
pilots could scout the terrain 
with binoculars.

experience, the mere catching of fish was secondary. 
We've never seen fishing quite like that, though there 
have been days on Ozark rivers in long-ago years when 
we've seen the bow-man in our canoe set the hook on 50 
or more bass, goggle-eye and big black perch in a day. 
A half-dozen were kept for the stringer and the rest re- 
leased unharmed to be caught again another day. That is 
one of the real joys of fly fishing, in addition to the greater 
thrill of playing the fish on the four-ounce rod as com- 
pared to any casting rod ever made; that little damage is 
done to the quarry. When it comes to fishing, I confess 
to being something like our friend’s dad. If the fish are 
striking, it’s fun. A big one can still raise my pulse a notch 
or two. If it happens to be one of those days when no lure 
in the book will bring a response, there are still plenty of 
rewards to the real angler. 
2. 2..2 
I think there are two kinds of fresh-water 
fishing which provide the most sport. One is the 
kind that is offered by real wilderness where the 
angler is fishing new and untried lakes or streams. 
The other is when we manage to discover a bit 
of good fishing territory close to home which has 
been overlooked by other anglers. Here the num- 
ber and size of the fish may be nothing to beast 
about, yet there’s always the chance of one big 
fellow lurking in the dark water beneath a boulder 
or big snag, whose capture provides a real triumph. 
The prize catch of an afternoon on such a stream 
may not have to be beheaded to fit the creel; yet 
in memory its length and weight become more 
important than those of fish caught in virgin 
waters where the only problem is te keep the 
lure away from the little fellows. 
oF 
@ ONE OF THOSE AFTERNOONS came along last week 
when we went to visit some farming friends who live over 
in the next county. Running through the farm is the little 
creek where I camped and caught my first bass more years 
ago than I like to remember—a creek fished out so long 
ago that it is almost forgotten. We left home early enough 
to arrive at the stream a couple of hours before supper 
and into the back of the car I tucked the creel and fly rod, 
my wading shoes and a change of dry clothes. Long 
shadows were already slanting to eastward when we arrived 
at the little bridge which crosses the creek; here Ginnie 
dropped me off and drove on up to the house to visit. It 
took only moments to rig the fly rod, tie on a light leader 
of three-pound test, select a small black gnat from my store 
of flies and fasten it to the tiny silver spinner which makes 
a fine combination for both bass and pan fish. The plan 
of campaign was to fish upstream, casting when I could 
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and studying the pools and runs, then turn around and 
fish back down more carefully and with a better knowledge 
of where to search for my quarry. These little Ozark 
streams change from year to year; the creek was low from 
the long dry spell and the overhanging brush and slick 
limestone bottom made every cast and step a problem. 


x * * 

There's one thing about this sort of fishing 
to bear in mind—and it always gets me into 
trouble. The likely cover for bass and pan fish 
is fairly easy to spot, but you are never allowed 
more than one cast into each swirl or pocket. It 
is this first cast which produces the rise and if 
your fly alights too far out in the stream a half- 
dozen over-zealous little pan fish will come rushing 
out. Behind and beneath them, you'll almost always 
see the shadowy form of a larger fish, though this 
one will seldom rise. But this is the fish which 
probably would have struck if the lure had been 
perfectly placed on the first cast; and the chances 
now are that he won’t rise again unless you rest 

the pool for many minutes. 


x *« * 
@ 1 WISH I COULD REPORT one really good bass taken 
in my short hour on the little stream, but the chances 
were against it and I didn’t manage to overcome them. 
Nearly every cast produced a strike, generally from a four- 
inch sunfish, so that I was kept busy releasing them, Nor 
did I fail to hang a dozen back-casts high up in the wil- 
lows which crowded in above me. But the bobwhites were 
whistling from the fields, a kingfisher rattled above one 
long pool and I found the first cardinal flower of the au- 
tumn growing beneath a rocky bluff in the deep shade, A 
half-dozen perch and small bass went into the creel on the 
downstream journey to provide a breakfast treat for our 
friends, And just once, in a deep clear pocket beneath an 
old root, I aroused the interest of a two-pounder that finally 
decided caution to be the better part of valor. Or perhaps 
he just wanted a larger morsel than my small black gnat. 
At any rate, the car was waiting when I came back to the

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You Don't Have to Be a Millionaire or Movie Star to Own One 


By Clarissa Start 


OU are not necessarily a 

millionaire or a movie Star 

if you are planning a swim- 
ming pool in your back yard. 
The private swimming pool once 
confined to the landscaped 
estate, is becoming more and 
more of a commonplace in the 
50-foot surroundings of moder- 
ately priced suburban homes. 


Last year, an estimated $64,- 
000,000 was spent in the build- 
ing of residential pools in the 
United States, and, from all in- 
dications, this year’s figures 
will surpass that by far. Swim- 
ming Pool Age, publication for 
the trade, reports that there 
has been a rise from 2500 pri- 
vate pools in 1948 to 35,000 cur- 
rently in use, with more being 
built every day. 

Just how many new resi- 
dential pools are being con- 
structed in the St. Louis area 
this year is anybody’s guess. 
Four or five major companies 
in the pool construction busi- 
ness are building from 25 to 50 
pools apiece, but pools also are 
being built to order and on 
speculation by home construc- 
tion companies, smaller scale 
barbecue pit and patio en- 
trepreneurs, and ambitious do- 
it-yourselfers, who cannot be 
enumerated. In fact, the pool 
building business is growing so 
fast, it has trouble keeping 
track of its own growth. 


Most of the pool builders, 
when you track them down 
alongside a bulldozer or a ce- 
ment mixer, will agree on two 
things, however. 


One is that there is a boom 
in this area and that the hot 
summers of '54 and '55 gave 
it impetus. 


“With the summers we've 
been having,” said one house- 
wife as her backyard was being 
scooped out, “it’s a case of a 
swimming pool or air condition- 
ing and we decided we'd rather 
have the pool.” 

. a. . 

HE second point of agree- 

ment is that, while pools are 

becoming more popularly 
priced every year, they’re still 
not exactly cheap. Those allur- 
ing headlines you read about a 
pool of your own for $500 or 
$1000 involve a lot of fine print 
and a lot of hard labor. (“I 
couldn’t build one for myself 
for $500,” said one builder.) 
Most of them constructed in 
this area are costing $2000 to 
$3000 and up, depending on 
how many bright ideas the 
family gets while the work is 
in progress, and whether or 
not the excavating crew comes 
up with the sad news that 
they’ve struck solid rock. 


“You can get just about any- 
thing you want in a pool,” says 
Don Werner, sales manager for 
the Midwest Pool and Court Co. 
“You can get just the concrete 
and the water, or you can have 
a bathhouse, tile, marble plaster 
finish, chromium ladders, and 
all the extras.” 

Midwest, which built the 
Green Acres community pool, 
the pool for the new Holiday 
Hill amusement park, and the 
pool for “Wish You Were Here,” 
on the stage of the Municipal 
Opera, does 75 per cent residen-

tial pool construction, 25 per 
cent commercial. Their building 
is confined to two types of pools, 
an excavated pool with a plastic 
liner, and aconcrete pool, which 
is built by what is called the 
“gunite” process. By this 
method water and dry material 
are sprayed or shot on simul- 
taneously by pneumatic pres- 
sure and the results are noted 
for durability; Midwest sprayed 
the girders of an East Side 
steel blast furnace recently. 


* — . 
TS advantage in swimming 
| pool construction, according 


to its advocates, is that there 
are no joints to permit leakage, 
and the pool can be freeformed, 
that is, made oval, bullet, or 
kidney shaped, instead of rec- 
tangular. The rectangular shape 
is still the most popular in this 
area. Gunite pools, like other 
concrete pools, are steel rein- 
forced. A pool 12 by 27 feet, 
three to five and one-half feet 
deep, costs about $2700. 


A similar size pool with a 
plastic liner costs about $1700, 
including a filtering system. 
Customers with plastic lined 
pools seem satisfied with them, 
and Werner reports that one 
owner who has used a plastic 
lined pool for four years or- 
dered another when he moved 
to a new home. Still less ex- 
pensive installations use plastic 
liner over concrete blocks or 
line the pool with concrete 
blocks alone. 


Perhaps the most ingenious 
installation in the plastic line 
is one by Ralph Swingler, 49 
Airshire place, Hazelwood. 
Swingler purchased the $350 
doughboy pool, a kind of king 
size wading pool (22 feet in 
diameter) designed for above 
ground use and installed it be- 
low the ground. This is the 
first installation of this type 
to be made locally and pool 
builders emphasize that it takes 
an uncommon amount of skill 
and know-how and is nothing 
for the amateur to attempt with- 
out advice. Its total cost, with 
filter and a walk around the 
pool, came to a little over 
$1000. 

Paddock Engineers Inc., a 
branch of the California com- 
pany of the same name, and the 
oldest pool building firm in the 
area, builds gunite pools ex- 
clusively. Their smallest, 14 by 
28 feet and three to five and 
one-half feet deep, runs 
“about $3000,” according to 
Robert Oswald, consulting engi-

NOTHER type of pool being 
A puit in smaller quantities 

in this area is the fiberglass 
pool, of a Monsanto-made mate- 
rial. Oval shaped, the fiberglass 
pool is prefabricated in four sec- 
tions and lowered into an exca- 
vated hole, finished with bands 
of poured concrete. A pool, 15 
by 33 feet, five feet deep, costs 
about $2650. Outdoor Living, 
Inc., local representatives for 
this type of pool, has built 
eight in this area. F. S. Crook 
& Co., representatives of Koven 
Steel Pools, have built half a 
dozen steel swimming pools, 
but none this year because of 
the steel strike. 

Newcomers to the pool busi- 
ness but with 20 pools com- 
pleted this summer are Elmer 
Boswell and J. W. Harris of 
Modern Trend Construction Co. 
Young, as are most people in 
the pool business, 26-year-old 
Boswell and 30-year-oid Harris

Blue or green walls reflect the 
water most attractively, and a 
special paint must be used. 


The pros and cons of having 
a filter installed are another 
problem,’ Commercial pools are 
required to have filters and 
many residential pool builders 
install them as a matter of 
course. With a filter, water 
can be used indefinitely. With- 
out, it must be changed every 
two weeks, and sometimes 
pumping the water out and dis- 
posing of it, and cleaning the 
pool, can be a nuisance, On 
the other hand, the owner of an 
unfiltered pool, five years old, 
testifies that she has found the 
job a minor one, and the esti- 
mated cost of water (in Univer-

Other extras can run the cost 
of a pool up, points out Charles 
E. O’Keefe of Paddock Equip- 
ment Co. (separate from Pad- 
dock Engineers) who sells them. 
Fascinating gadgets like elec- 
tric vacuum cleaners, heaters, 
lights, buoys, ropes and lad- 
ders are lures for the pool 
owner. 

“One man in the county 
started building a pool and be- 
fore he finished he’d added a 
bath house, an industrial kitch- 
en, and terrazzo floors,” O’Keefe 
recalls. “The final cost was 
$45,000.”

AFEGUARDS, on the other 
G han, concern most pool 


builders, and in some commu- 
nities, fencing is required. Cov- 
ers, which may be put over the 
pool in five minutes, are consid- 
ered a wise measure where 
small children are likely to get 
near the pool. 


A columnist recently pointed 
out other disadvantages to pool 
owning, among them, the unin- 
vited guests, the constant clam- 
or of neighborhood children, 
and the expense of those who 
“come to dip and remain to sip.” 

Probably the deans of pool 
owners in this vicinfty, experts 
on the joys and hazards of pool 
proprietorships, are the mem- 
bers of the Ruth family of Uni- 
versity City. E. D. Ruth, former 
mayor of the municipality, has 
had a 20 by 40 foot pool in con- 
stant operation for 28 years. It 
started* out when his son, E. 
Dorsey Ruth, then 14, and some 
friends dug a deep cave in the 
backyard. The boys suggested 
that, instead of filling it, it be 
made into a swimming pool. 
Ruth called in the Israel Con- 
struction Co., and they pioneered 
the job, which cost $2000. Pools 
being a rarity, its opening 
caused quite a splash. Since 
then it has become a neighbor- 
hood institution, now serving 
the teen-age friends of E. Dor- 
sey Ruth’s son and daughter. 

“The only rule we've ever 
had,” says Mrs. E. Dorsey Ruth, 
“is that small children be ac- 
companied by their parents. 
Other than that, we’ve used the 
honor system:and it’s worked 
out very well.” 

Many home builders through- 
out the United States are 
planning community pools with 
their housing projects, accord- 
ing to a recent issue of House 
and Home magazine. 

Some general contractors 
such as Karl Kraus also build 
pools, and several builders are 
including pools, on an order or 
speculation basis with new 
homes. The Burton Duenke 
Construction Co, has built pools 
with some of their: $20,000 to 
$35,000 homes in Kirkwood and 
Des Peres this year. 

“Since the bulldozer is on the 
scene anyway,” Gerald Mefferd, 
vice president, explains, “it’s a 
simple project to scoop out a 
free form, put in steel, and fill 
it with concrete. It adds from 
$850 to $2000 to the cost of the 
house. 

‘‘Loans still aren’t easy to get 
for pools,” he adds, “but 
think investors will be per- 
suaded of their merit soon. 
After all, pools keep people at 
home. They live in their swim 
suits, they save on _ shoes, 
dresses, other clothing.

AVE you ever dreamed, 

while driving along a high- 

way harassed by slow 
trucks, frequent stops, speed 
traps, railroad crossings, nar- 
row bridges, no passing zones, 
Sunday drivers, road hogs and 
various other screwballs—have 
you ever dreamed at such a 
time of a wide, dual-lane high- 
way stretching from here to as 
far as you want to go, with no 
stop signs, no railroad grade 
crossings, no crossroads out of 
which dart gravel trucks and 
Model T's. Have you ever had 
such a dream’? Don't bother to 
answer. 

Well, if you can just hang 
on until 1969 or thereabouts, 
that dream will come substan- 
tially true. You will be able to 
drive from New York to Los 
Angeles, from Seattle to Miami, 
from Duluth to Galveston, and 
never have to stop for anything 
except gasoline and the neces- 
sities of life. 

There will not only be no 
stops and no dangerous cross- 
ings, railread or otherwise, but 
there will be no smal] towns to 
idle through at a snail’s pace. 
And even when you come to a 
city, you will have your choice 
of going through it or right 
on around it, still without hav- 
ing to stop. When you come to 
a major intersection you will go 
either under or over it, and 
when you want to turn off one 
major highway onto another, 
you will sail right around a 
wide curve, left or right, on 
one of three levels, through 
what is known as a directional 
free-flowing interchange. 

It may sound like one of 
those visionary stories about 
what science has in store for 
us, but as a matter of fact 
those are just some of the 
standards which have been set 
up for the 41,000-mile - inter- 
state highway system to be 
built during the next 13 years 
under the recently enacted 
highway act. It will cost 2742 
billion dollars, of which the 
Federal Government will pay 
90 per cent, the states 10 per 
cent. 

It’s the largest public works 
project in history. The Panama 
canal cost only $366,700,000. 
The Grand Coulee dam cost 
$118,000,000 and the WPA of 
the depression days cost only 
15 billion. .

HE standards for these high- 
ways of the future were for- 
mulated by the American 
Association of State Highway Of- 
ficials. Since Rex Whitton, chief 
engineer (which means operat- 
ing head) of the Missouri High- 
way Department,’ is president 
of the national association, he 
seemed like a logical man to 
paint us a picture of what high- 
way travel will be like in the 
future.

and bounds. Ten years ago 
there were 31,000,000 vehicles 
on the road. Today there are 
around 60,000,000, and by the 


time the new highways are 
finished it is conservatively 
presume there will be 
100,000,000. 

Before World War Il, it 
looked as though the high- 


ways might keep up with the 
demand. But road work was 
reduced to maintenance only 
during the war, and the high- 
ways were chewed up at a 
fantastic rate. Then, in the 
postwar boom vehicle mileage 
zoomed more than 70 per cent. 
Traffic jams, both rural and 
urban, became a national prob- 
lem. The only hope lay in a 
road-building program on a 
scope never dreamed of before. 


“The situation,” Whitton ex- 
explained, “called for not only 
new highways, but a.new type 
of highway, one designed solely 
for transportation, to get large 
masses of people from one cen- 
ter of population to another. 
Highways on which great vol- 
umes of traffic can travel long 
distances as fast as possible and 
as safely as possible. The toll 
roads have shown us what we 
need.” 

The new highways, he ex- 
plained, will all be divided 
highways, except in “some 
places in the West where the 
volume of traffic doesn't re- 
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be a minimum af 12 feet wide, 
which means 24 feet to each 
roadbed. In more heavily con- 
gested districts there will be 
three lanes to each roadbed, 
and in some places, such as the 
approaches to large cities, there 
will be four lanes running each 
way. 

“For instance,” Whitton said, 
“we hope to make the Mark 
Twain highway three lanes each 
way, with two reversible lanes 
in between them. These two 
center lanes would be express 
lanes. Motorists could get on 
them only where they begin, 
somewhere out in the county, 
and where they end downtewn.”

HE entire system, Whitton 

pointed out, will be limited 

access highway, which means 
that motorists can get on the 
highway only at certain speci- 
fied points. Every crossroad will 
have an interchange, which will 
be one of three types. 


The simplest is the diamond 
interchange, in which the main 
highway will run under the 
crossroad. Motorists turning 
right can make an oblique right 
turn. A left turn is made by 
making an oblique right turn 
to the intersecting highway, 
and then crossing the cause- 
way left over the main high- 
way. 

The second type, to be used

the standard cloverleaf type, 
now in wide use. The third, to 
be used where the interstate 
highway system intersects itself, 
is the directional free flowing 
interchange, mentioned above, 
where traffic can go straight 
ahead, turn left or right with- 
out interruption at three dif- 
ferent levels. 


“When the system is com- 
pleted,” Whitton said, “you'll 
be able to cross the country 
without seeing a red light.” 


Missouri will have some 1200 
miles of the interstate system. 
One section will connect St. 
Louis and Kansas City, and will 
follow generally the route of 
Highway 40. Where it is deemed 
necessary, Whitton explained, 
the new highway will deviate 
from the present highway. The 
dual lane highway which has 
recently been built on Highway 
40 probably will stand, he said, 
but where the old highway is 
being used as one of the lanes, 
a complete new lane will be 
built. In no case will the new 
system try to build over, or 
improve old highways. Every- 
thing which hasn’t been built 
in recent years and doesn’t 
come up to standard will be 
built new from scratch. 


Another section in Missouri 
will run from St, Louis south- 
west to Joplin and the Kansas 
line. This will follow the route 
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Highway 166 from there. There 
will be two sections running 
north from Kansas City. One 
will correspond generally to the 
present route of Highway 69, 
which connects Kansas City 
with Des Moines, Ia., and the 
other will connect Kansas City 
and St. Joseph, running to the 
state line toward Omaha, Neb. 
Another section will run from 
St. Louis down through the 
bootheel, following generally 
the route covered by Highway 
61. It will have a branch run- 
ning from Sikeston east to con- 
nect with Cairo, Ill.

OTH St. Louis and Kansas 

City will have circumferen- 

tial routes. The route in St. 
Louis will circle the city about 
two miles west of Lindbergh 
road, and like all interstate 
highway, will be non-stop. It 
will go either under or over 
such intersections as Manches- 
ter, Clayton road, Ladue road 
and so forth. 

“If a man from Sikeston wants 
to visit a friend in north St.

As 
a matter of fact, Whitton said, 
Missouri is in the forefront on 
the project.

Ancient Camp Site Near Modoc, Illinois, Used for 
Centuries, Yields Relics Almost 10,000 Years Old 
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Allan E. Anderson, University of Minnesota graduate student, scrapes dirt

ago. She was buried in a flexed position, knees pulled up under chin.

N ILLINOIS, about 55 miles southeast 
| of St. Louis, is a rock shelter used by

Risky dream though it was, Hayes and his 
colleagues had managed to sell enough stock at $10 a share to buy 30 acres 
of land and build a small grandstand beside a half-mile track. Now the fair-

The history of the Fair closely parallels the history of its founder. Born 
in 1877, W. R. Hayes was left rw A ates by a coal mine accident.

Political events of the next two weeks will be much influenced 
by two men who will wield the gavel at the rousing Democratic | 
and Republican conventions — Speaker Sam Rayburn 
(D., Tex.) and House Minority Leader Joe Martin (R., Mass.). 


JOE MARTIN KEPT HIS WORD 


...and lost his own big chance 


House GOP Leader Joe Martin, doesn’t often talk about it, 
but he remembers poignantly the time he kept his word and 
lost the presidential nomination. Except for his stubborn 
integrity, he — instead of Wendell Willkie — might have 
been the Republican candidate in 1940. 

The public galleries were packed with Willkie rooters 
roaring for his nomination. But the rank-and-file delegates 
were by no means sold on him. For five ballots, Willkie held 
the lead but could not round up enough votes to win. 

All that day word had buzzed through the state delega- 
tions: If Willkie could be stopped, Joe Martin was the man. 
No less than 75 GOP Congressmen operated as “floor man- 
agers” for Martin. 

After the fifth inconclusive ballot, Martin rapped his gave! 
and called for a final roll call before adjourning. The ant- 
Willkie leaders rushed up to the rostrum to remonstrate. The 
way the galleries were stampeding the delegates, they 
warned, a sixth ballot would be decisive for Willkie. 

They urged Martin to adjourn for the night, clear the 
Willkie partisans out of the galleries and give the pro-Willkie 
drive time to cool off. “If you delay the next vote until to- 
morrow morning, this hysteria will die down and Willkie 
will never make it,” a top GOP léader advised Martin. “Then 
the convention will turn to someone else. Do you know who 
that will be?” 

Martin didn’t have to be told. The Martin-for-Presiden' 
boom was ready to be launched. “You can't miss, Joe,” he 
was told. 

Joe Martin was tempted, but he thought it over. He still 
remembers his careful reply: “I have called for a sixth ballot 
tonight, and I am not going back on my word. If I were 
nominated under the conditions you suggest, the Democrats 
could call me a candidate of the smoke-filled rooms. Let's 
get on with the voting.” 


SAM RAYBURN RECALLS 
-«-the “sunrise caucus” of 1932. 


The incident Speaker Sam Rayburn remembers best was a 
“sundown caucus” that became the sunrise of the New Deal. 
Before the crucial fourth ballot at the 1932 convention, he 
called the Texas delegation together and provided the push 
that was to start the Franklin D. Roosevelt landslide. 

Rayburn roared into Chicago in 1932 aboard, not the 
Roosevelt, but the Garner bandwagon. For the first three 
ballots he worked as floor manager for the nomination of his 
fellow Texan, then-Speaker John N: Garner. 

The third ballot showed Roosevelt leading with 683 votes. 
He needed 770 to win the nomination. With the outcome stil! 
in doubt, the convention adjourned until evening. 

The day had been spent in a feverish tug-of-war for dele- 
gates. For a while, it looked as if the Mississippi and lowa 
delegates would pull away from Roosevelt. This crack in 
the dike could doom his candidacy. — 

At this critical time, Raybarn called the 46 Texas dele- 
gates together. With Garner's approval, he announced the 
dramatic decision to shift to Roosevelt. 

Word of the Texas move raced like wildfire through the 
politically-charged convention. hall. California's 44 dele- 
gates, led by William McAdoo, hastily caucused and threw 
their support to Roosevelt. Senator Pat Harrison convinced 
the footloose Mississippi delegates this was no time to desert. 
The lowa delegates, too, held fast. 

“It was all over but the formalities,” Rayburn recalls. 
“With Mississippi and lowa standing firm, the 90 votes from 
wae Colsoaain See Fry eam euuengy > sominete 
Roosevelt on the fourth ballot. 

Mr. Democrat, as Rayburn is sometimes called, added re- 
flectively : “Yes, sir. That was some convention. It had politi- 
cal drama, popular ieorent and great showmanship.”

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Engineers everywhere are 


watching this pioneer pian, 


which bans autos and gives 


the city back to pedestrians

FORT WORTH, TEX. 
HAT WILL your city’s downtown district 
look like in 1970? 
Will it be like 1956, but magnified many 
times: choked with creeping autos, buses 
and trucks; heavy-hung with exhaust fumes; peopled by 
panicky pedestrians; criss-crossed by narrow streets; dark- 
ened by cavernous buildings, congested, crumbling, 
dying? 

Or will it look like the proposed new Fort Worth: a 
pedestrian’s paradise, without a car, truck or bus in 
sight; never a scramble for a parking place; beautified 
by splashes of greenery and wide malls; plenty of air 
and never the blat-of a horn? 

Here-th Fort Worth, citizens speak with fulsome pride 
of the plan that they hope will give their city a running 
Start in its race with Dallas, Houston and other metrop- 
olises of Texas and the Southwest. In a few months, they 
may be given a chance to vote on financing it — which 
may mean upwards of $100 million. But interest in the 
Greater Fort Worth plan spreads far A asus Fort Worth 
and beyond the Lone Star State. 

City planners and engineers iateiialataaiiy look eagerly 
to the success of the project, for in it they see a blueprint 
that may save their cities — and your city — from suicide 
by strangulation. It is a drastic cure and yet a simple one. 
It attacks the basic cause of city congestion — traffic — 
in the most direct way of all: by eliminating it. And the 
city will be given back to the pedestrians. 

Here is the core of the whole new concept of city 
planning worked out for Fort Worth by designer-architect 
Victor Gruen and Associates. Austrian-born Gruen built 
his reputation mainly on shopping centers: he designed 
the nation’s largest and most-talked-about center, North- 
land, near Detroit. He also designed Southdale, a glassed- 
in, air-conditioned center near Minneapolis; and several 
other revolutionary models on the West Coast. 

When J. B. Thomas, president of the Texas Electric 


» Service Co. here, hired him for engineering studies 


of Fort Worth, Gruen brought with him the lessons 
learned in shopping centers. In tackling the job of “City 
X” (the code name for Fort Worth during super-secret 
planning), however, he realized that no amount of one- 
way streets, free shuttle buses or expressways would 
solve the city’s problems. They might, in fact, even make 
it worse. Hence his answer:.a blend of shopping center 
and New York’s famed Rockefeller Center. 


Of course, traffic can’t be eliminated by a mere snap 
of the fingers. A city must provide a place for it to go and 
some way for it to answer its purposes. And it must 
continue to permit the convenience that vehicles sup- 
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road yards, large warehouse areas and parking garages. 


Once these steps are taken, Gruen believes — and 
most of Fort Worth’s leading citizens agree——the log jam 
will be broken and the city can breathe. It can be done 
with a minimum of. destruction: with a few exceptions, 
not a building over two stories high will be torn down. 
Many of these are due to be razed, anyway, in the view 
of the planners. 

Beyond this, the Greater Fort Worth Plan does not go 
— at least, not yet. The network of pedestrian malls, 
courts and parks to replace the present streets probably 
will be built cooperatively by the city and businessmen — 
but first cars must be off the streets. For people unwilling 
to walk or for use on rainy days, a system of battery- 
operated shuttle cars, like those used at recent World's 
Fairs, will be set up — but this must await the walkways. 
But Fort Worth does have its goals. 

Gruen’s plan for Downtown development is based On 
his notion of development of the whole area: the redevel- 
oped Downtown would serve as the center of a web 
of supplementary suburban shopping and business areas. 
Such businesses as used car lots, mortuaries and ware- 
houses would move into more suitable locations outside 
the core. One-of-a-kind specialty shops, certain amuse- 
ment facilities and businesses would move in. The de- 
velopment of the whole region would be tied together. 


Even Sidewalk Cafes 


In the new core, Gruen expects to see shops grouped 
together by trade; new hotels built and office buildings 
renovated; sidewalk cafes, tobacco shops and similar 
businesses spring up where streets once were. For the 
southwest section of the Downtown area, he contemplates 
a cultural-entertainment center; around the City Hall and 
the Federal court house, he looks for a well-planned 
cluster of government buildings. 

These steps may be taken coincidentally or in the 
future — and outside the scope of the plan, except where 
they must fit its overall requirements. “One of the big 
reasons for the Greater Fort Worth plan,” says Irvin 
Farman, executive secretary of the Greater Fort Worth 
Planning Committee, “was to encourage landowners 
themselves to do something. The plan should give the 
whole city an ¢conomic and aesthetic shot in the arm.” 

Each of the 200 members of the planning committee 
admits that the city needs this rejuvenator. Fort Worth 
shares a market area with Dallas, but it hasn't been get- 
ting its share of business. Gruen found out why when his 
firm undertook advance studies. And when he projected 


. the problem into 1970, the outlook was appalling. One 


sample: by 1970, 150,000 cars would be attempting to 
crowd into the Downtown area daily — twice the number 
already cOngesting the streets. —

Ten per cent of the time is wasted—in talk 


The average major league game being 
played this afternoon will drag on for 
over two and a half hours, causing 
thousands of fans to limp home late for 
supper. Yet in 1943, barely 13 years 
ago, the average nine-inning game was 
finished in slightly less than two hours, 
a whopping half-hour faster. 

The answer, say some baseball men: 
Too much time is spent talking. “We 
play the same nine innings,” says Hank 


Greenberg, general manager of the 
Cleveland Indians, “yet only three 


times last season did this club finish a 


game in less than two hours. Some- 
thing has to be done; fans are walking 
out on these drawn-out affairs, espe- 
cially second games of double-headers.” 

To find out how much time is spent 
talking in ball games, PARADE clocked 
a game this summer between the Phila- 
delphia Phillies and the Brooklyn 


GAME STOPS as Dodgers roar displeasure over decision. The decision stood, 


Dodgers. The findings were startling: 
almost 10% of the playing time was 
used up in talk — managers talking to 
players, players talking to each other, 
umpires talking to saeseital includ- 
ing themselves. 

If players and their managers could 
hold their wagging tongues, the survey 
suggests, fans would get home from 
ball parks up to 15 minutes earlier. 
The game, considered a typical one by

checked Hope’s return address. I learned 
that her real name was Hope Lininger. 

I called Hope, and asked her to visit 
me. “You are really responsible,” I told 
her, “for the fact that I think I have 
‘kicked’ the habit.” 

When she came to visit me, I was sur- 
prised. Here was a woman, only 36, 
fresh, attractive, an employe of a Holly- 
wood studio. 

It wasn't very long before I fell very 
much in love with Hope. I gold her that 
I needed her kindness, her strength, her 
care.

BATON ROUGE, LA.

make them a top choice as wives 


KANSAS CITY, MO. 
Before this summer is over America’s 40 
major airlines will have hired ws. tamemine 
500 new flying hostesses. 

Two years from now, at least 80 per cent 
of these attractive young women will have 
quit. Reason: marriage. 

“Let's face it,” says Pete Iliman in charge 
of hostess personnel at TWA’s headquarters 
here. “Airline hostesses make the world’s best 
wives. Eighteen months after we put a girl 
on one of Gur planes the odds are 10 to 2 that 
she will have snagged a husband. Our hostess 
training school plus actual flight experience 
‘is the best preparation for marriage a girl can 
possibly get. 

“By the time a hostess has been flying a 

: year,” Iliman says, “she’s a combination 
mother, teacher, diplomat, confidante, nurse. 
cook and companion. She knows when to 
talk, when to listen, how to comfort the 
frightened, how to entertain the bored, how 
to be gracious, understanding and attractive. 
What mofe can a man want in a wife?” 

/ TWA — which, along: with American, 
a4 United and Northwest airlines, is one of our 


major transcontinental carriers —- enfploys 


900 hostesses to fly its 35,000 miles of routes. 
It needs 600 more, not oaly because of an

% constantly ‘its fleet. 
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The major factor that complicates the hir- 
ing of hostesses is the high standard of quali- 
fications most airlines demand. Here are some 
of their basic requirements — age: 20 to 28 
years: height: 5’ 2” to 5’ 8"; weight: 100 to 
135 ibs.; vision: 20/40 or better, without 
glasses; education: two or three years of col- 
lege, business or nurse’s training; status: un- 
married (the airlines will accept widows or 
divorcees without children). 

“What counts most in a hostess,” declares 
Lucy McNally, TWA supervisor, “is person- 
ality and good appearance. We want our.girls 
to be physically attractive, to have warm, 


cheerful personalities, poise, self-confidence _ 


and graciousness. We want them to be well- 
groomed; to have fresh clear complexions, 
attractive hair, good figures and a ready 


‘pleasant smile. Their speech is also impor- 


tant, including grammar, diction and the abil- 
ity to converse well.” 

When a BOAC (British Overseas Airlines 
Corporation) official read this list of require- 
ments, he could think of only one woman 
who could fill the bill — Queen Elizabeth II. 

Where does one find the female paragons 
the airlines are searching for? Admittedly 


_ such young women are rare. Only one in 


every 50 hostess applicants interviewed makes 


the grade. Where years ago many came from 


‘smalt towns, most today come from such 


Transcontinental airlines, as a rule, run 
their own hostess training schools (TWA’'s is 
located in Kansas City, American's in Chi- 
cago, United's in Cheyenne) and trainees are 
sent there for a four to six weeks’ basic 
course. TWA pays trainees $180 a month. 
On graduation this jumps to $250 with ex- 
penses, and eventually to $325 a month when 


a hostess is transferred to the international 
run. ; 


Highest Pay Scale 

Compared with foreign airlines, this pay 
scale is probably the highest in the world. 
Scandinavian Airlines (SAS), for instance — 
said to have the world’s prettiest hostesses — 
pays them $193.40 a month after five years 
of experience. 

Teachers at training schools in this country 
are former airline hostesses who know their 
subjects first-hand. These include flying, food 
Service, grooming, tickets, flight routines, 
baby care, first aid, passenger psychology, 
emergencies — and men. 

Students say they find the last two cate- 
fall most of the experiences that make airline 
hostessing one of the most glamorous, in- 
(riguing and adventurous occupations avail- 
able to women. They're able to handle every- 
thing from heart-attack victims and pyro- 
maniacs to drunks and wolfish males — all 
without upsetting the safety of the flight.

When a plane puts down at sea or crash 
lands on some isolated spot, it’s always the 
hostess who stays behind in the cabin until 
she has helped the last passenger out. 

As for men, hostesses say they're gener- 
ally easier to please than female passengers 
—and they're more talkative: “Lots. of 
times,” says Betty Burger of Union Springs, 
Ala., “I'll ask.a man if he’s comfoftable, if 
there’s anything we can do for him. The next 
thing I know he’s telling me the most in- 
timate secrets of his marriage, how his wife 
doesn’t understand him, and so on. 

“Other men like to tell super lies. One 
fellow told me he was having a fleet of 
DC-12s built especially for him. There's no 
such thing as a DC-12. He wanted me to be 
his private hostess. The lines they shoot a 
hostess are absolutely incredible. But we 
take it all with a smile.” 

The airlines have no set rules about host- 
esses dating passengers. Since they work only 
70 hours a month, they have plenty of time 
for socializing. Several of the more enterpris- 
ing girls have boy friends in all the key cities 
of their runs. The old line about sailors is 
frequently true of airline hostesses. It is not 


unusual for. a hostess on the Los Angeles to 


New York run to have a “steady” in Los 
Angeles, Chicago and New York. 
Ordinarily the girls do not date members 
of their flight crews. Years ago when com- 
mercial aviation was in its infancy they did. 
Today more than 97 per cent of the piiots, 
co-pilots, radio and flight engineers are mar- 
ried, many of them to former hostesses. 
Recently, a Los Angeles advertising man 
phoned the local TWA and told public 


relations manager Bert Fink that he had an . 


unbeatable idea for recruiting airline host- 

esses. “All you have to do,” he urged, “is to 

run an ad saying, “The world’s most hand- 
some men fly TWA.’
